For example, the brochure entitled Federa/ Services Youth de- 
scribes services offered by the Department of Finance, the Secre- 
tary of State, the National Research Council and the Department 
of Manpower and Immigration. 

Subsequent editions of this series will detail possible 
changes and additions to existing programs and services. 

The facts and figures in this brochure, all verified by the or- 
ganizations concerned, apply as at October 1, 1974". However, 
by contacting the sources indicated you will be advised of cur- 
rent regulations that may apply at the time of your enquiry.

In addition to its indirect contribution to education through fiscal 
arrangements with the provinces, which have jurisdiction in this 
field, the federal government also provides direct assistance in 
the form of loans, grants and scholarships to students working 
towards bachelor’s, master’s and doctoral degrees and doing 
post-doctoral research work. 

The following text is limited to the federal government's 
Canada Student Loans plan and the scholarships awarded by the 
National Research Council of Canada. 

A list of scholarships available to students of the huma- 
nities, social sciences, and the arts, through the Canada Council, 
may be found in the brochure Federa/ Services Arts and 
Recreation 

A number of government departments award grants to stu- 
dents and researchers whose work relates to their activities. For 
example, National Health and Welfare gives scholarships for 
study in the fields of health and public welfare, while Industry, 
Trade and Commerce makes grants to qualified people who are 
working towards the promotion of industrial aesthetics, estab- 
lishment of Canadian manufacturing and processing industries, 
etc. Application should be made direct to the department con- 
cerned.

Canada Student Loans Plan 


In accordance with the student loans plan, all provinces (except 
Québec which has its own student assistance program) may 
issue a loan-eligibility certificate to students who are or will be 
attending any designated post-secondary educational institution. 
As a general rule, all degree-conferring universities as well as 


certain other institutions of higher learning such as nursing 

schools, teachers’ colleges, various centres and institutes for 

technical and vocational training, etc., are designated by the 
province concerned. 

Who is eligible? To obtain a loan-eligibility certificate, an appli- 

cant must: 

— bea Canadian citizen, or at the time of application, have 
landed immigrant status and have lived in Canada for at 
least a year; 

— be residing in a province which participates in the plan 
(Québec students must contact the Student Aid Program, 
Department of Education, Government of Québec, Québec); 

— have reached a satisfactory scholastic standard; 

— be registered or eligible to register in a post-secondary study 
program at an educational institution anywhere in_ the 
world, that has been designated by your province, for a 
course of studies of at least 26 weeks of assigned work in 
the academic year; 

— be taking or intend to take, on a full-time basis, a full acad- 
emic load; 

— satisfy the authority concerned that parental financial help, 
summer earnings, etc. are not enough to cover the esti- 
mated cost of studies. 

Amount: Maximum $1,400 for a full academic year ($ 700 per 

semester), to a limit of $9,800 for the entire educational period. 
There is no age limit. 

Conditions: A Canada Student Loan is interest-free while the 

borrower is a full-time student and for a period of six months fol- 

lowing the termination of his or her studies. The government 
guarantees the loan granted to a student by a chartered bank 
and also pays the interest on it while the student is at school. 

Reimbursement: may extend over a 10-year period, from the 

time the student leaves school.

National Research Council (NRC) 


Two types of science research support are provided by NRC. Di- 
rect support is offered to individuals in the form of fellowships, 
scholarships and grants in aid of research. Indirect support in- 
tended to encourage university research is available for scientific 
functions and organizations and publications of Canadian re- 
search journals. 

Unless otherwise stipulated, Canadian citizens or landed im- 
migrants are eligible for scholarships and fellowships. 


Direct Support Programs 

1. Post-Graduate Scholarship 

a. Program for First Year Graduate Students: This scholarship 
is awarded for one year to a student who intends to pursue grad- 
uate studies in science or engineering. It amounts to $4,050. 

b. Post-Graduate Scholarships for Second or Subsequent 
Years: These scholarships are renewable on the basis of reports 
of satisfactory progress and amount to $4,050. They may be re- 
newed twice, for a total of three years. 

c. 1967 Science Scholarships: These awards were introduced 
in 1967 to celebrate the centennial of Canadian Confederation 
and the fiftieth anniversary of NRC. A maximum of 50 new 
scholarships are awarded each year to outstanding students who 
expect to receive an honours degree or its equivalent in science 
or engineering and who are interested in continuing their studies 
to the level of a doctorate degree at a Canadian university. The 
student is given $5,500, a grant to cover academic fees, a travel 
grant and, in addition, a grant of up to $1,500 for each full year 
of tenure will be paid to the student's supervisor. The candidate 
must be a Canadian citizen. 

d. Industrial Cooperative (I.C.) Fellowships: These fellowships 
were introduced in 1973 to replace the Post Industrial Experi- 
ence Research (PIER) Fellowships program which was disconti- 
nued in 1972. 

The objectives of the program are twofold—to provide op- 
portunities for further training and experience for engineers and 
scientists currently in industry, and to improve university-indus- 
try communication by putting experienced industrial scientists 
and engineers in essentially university staff positions. 

The fellowship is not intended to support a candidate where 

the sole purpose is to obtain a higher degree. It is expected that 
the work the Fellow undertakes will provide further training and 
research experience consistent with the interests and objectives 
of his or her company, since the company will be sharing the 
cost of any award with the NRC. It is also anticipated that in 
some cases the recipient of the fellowship will bring to a univer- 
sity or laboratory valuable knowledge and experience that he or 
she may be prepared to share by conducting seminars and/or 
doing some teaching. 
e. Post-Graduate Scholarship in Science Librarianship and 
Documentation: This award provides $4,050 for a person 
working towards a degree in science librarianship. Awarded for 
one year and not renewable. 


2. Post-doctorate Fellowships 

a. University Type: These awards have a value of $9,000 and 
are tenable in Canadian universities and provincial research 
councils in Canada, and universities and research centres 
abroad. The fellowship extends for two years. 

b. Industrial Post-doctorate Fellowship: This is a new program 
designed to encourage Ph.D. graduates to seek careers in Cana- 
dian industry. Fellowships are awarded twice annually and last 
for two years. According to this program, the NRC agrees to sub- 
sidize a Fellow working in industry to the extent of $9,000 with 
the balance of his or her salary being paid by the company 
concerned. 

c. Post-doctorate Fellowships in Federal Government Labo- 
ratories: This is a program whereby post-doctorates are paid to 
work in federal government labs. The plan is administered by 
NRC's Personnel Services Branch. An applicant does not have to 
be a Canadian or a landed immigrant. The award is in the 
amount of $9,750 per annum. 

d. Senior Industrial Fellowships: In 1971 the National Re- 
search Council initiated a new program of NRC Senior Industrial 
Fellowships, with the intention of encouraging a mutually stimu- 
lating and productive interchange between the university and 
industry. 

Under the terms of the Senior Industrial Fellowship, bona 
fide staff members of Canadian universities may spend a min- 
imum period of one year with industrial organizations in Canada 
and with certain quasi-industrial federal corporations and provin- 
cial utilities. 1n awarding these fellowships, priority is given to 
applicants with little or no industrial experience, who have spent 
between two and five years on the faculty of a Canadian 
university. 


3. Operating Grants 

These grants are made as contributions towards the normal op- 
erating costs of research projects carried out by an individual 
academic staff member involved in the pure and life sciences or 
engineering. Funds are used to employ assistants and purchase 
minor equipment, materials and supplies. 


4. Equipment Grants 
These are available to any one or group of academic staff mem- 
bers to assist in the purchase of single items of special research 
equipment. There are two categories: 

i. $5,001 —$50,000; 

ii. major equipment grants: $50,001—$150,000. 


5. Negotiated Grants 

Grants are offered to university researchers to help with oper- 
ating costs of a research project, particularly in new or inter-dis- 
ciplinary areas of research. They are usually paid over a three to 
five-year period. 


6. Project Research Applicable in Industry 

In 1972 the National Research Council of Canada initiated the 
Project Research Applicable in Industry (PRAI) program. PRAI 
grants are designed to enable university researchers to concen- 
trate on a new concept, process, invention or design and bring it 
to the stage where it can be taken over by industry. To be ac- 
ceptable for support through a PRAI grant, proposals coming 
from university researchers will have to be of direct interest to 
particular industrial firms. PRAI grants are financed within the 
funds provided to NRC for supporting university research and 
the program is under the direct responsibility of the Vice-Presi- 
dent responsible for university grants and scholarships. 


Indirect Support Programs 

1. General Research Grants 

These are given to the executive heads of Canadian universities 
to help with post-graduate studies and research programs in the 
pure and life sciences:and engineering. 


2. Conference Grants 
NRC offers limited support for conferences and symposia of a 
scientific nature. 


3. Scientific and Technological Information 

NRC operates the National Science Library which is committed 
to a program of information dissemination to researchers on a 
nation-wide basis. In 1945, NRC began a Technical Information 
Service as an aid primarily to Canadian industry. T.1.S. not only 
answers requests from industry for technical information, but 
also provides an awareness service to a number of industrial 
sectors.

The NRC produces 10 scientific journals for the publication of

Student Summer Employment Programs 


The federal government offers a number of summer employ- 
ment programs for students. The ones outlined below are admin- 
istered by the Department of the Secretary of State, the Public 
Service Commission and the Department of Manpower and |Im- 
migration. The programs offered by the Department of National 
Health and Welfare are described further on, in the section en- 
titled “Drugs” 


Secretary of State 

Student Community Service Program—This program, first in- 

troduced as an experimental program in the summer of 1974, is 

administered by the Department of the Secretary of State, and is 
designed to strengthen voluntary organizations by: 

1) Enabling them to undertake innovative projects in their 
communities; 

2) Enabling students to be involved in voluntary organizations 
in their communities through activities for which they re- 
ceive remuneration; 

3) Attracting volunteers into the voluntary sector of the 
community. 

Youth hostels— Under this program, local organizations across 

Canada set up hostels to provide lodging and information for 

young travellers during the summer. 

Secretary of State grants will go to eligible local groups 
which can show that they have the local, municipal and public 
support to operate such hostels. 

Young people who would like to work in one of the hostels 
should apply at a Canada Manpower Centre, a local student 
placement office, or to the group organizing the hostel. 


Language training—Bursaries are available to post-secondary 
students for second-language training during the summer, to 
give the students the opportunity to improve their knowledge of 
English or French and learn about the culture associated with 
the language they are studying. The courses last for six weeks. 
They are given at accredited post-secondary institutions, either 
with residential facilities or with accommodation provided in 
homes where the language of study is spoken. The aim Is to pro- 
vide a language-immersion experience, with extracurricular ac- 
tivities planned for evenings and weekends to supplement 
classes held during the day.

This program is designed to serve both employers and students 
and is operated through 251 selected Canada Manpower Cen- 
tres. It is advertised in information campaigns directed to em- 
ployers and students. 


Opportunities for Youth Program 
This is a temporary program that could be changed or dis- 
banded. Introduced in the summer of 1971, the Opportunities 
for Youth Program enables students to initiate summer projects 
that, besides creating jobs, will contribute to the betterment of 
community life. 

Federal funds are available to pay salaries and some over- 
head expenses of project workers. 

As participants are considered self-employed, they are not 
eligible for unemployment insurance benefits. 


Agricultural Manpower Assistance Program 
Under this program, Canadian Farm Labour Pools have been es- 
tablished by the Department to meet manpower needs of a sea- 
sonal, relief or permanent nature. Many workers are students or 
others who work on a seasonal basis.

Travel and Exchange 


The Department of the Secretary of State’s Citizenship Branch 
administers a number of programs that give young people the 
opportunity to travel both at home and abroad. 
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National Programs 

Young Voyageurs: Designed for high school students between 
the ages of 14-17, this program is administered jointly by the 
federal and provincial governments. Students travel in groups of 
twenty with two adult escorts and spend one week, exclusive of 
travel time, in another province. 

To be eligible for assistance in the following programs, 
participants must be Canadian citizens or have had two years’ 
residence in Canada. Projects must involve travel to another 
province except for groups in Ontario and Quebec travelling to 
the National Capital Region and groups travelling within the Yu- 
kon and the Northwest Territories. Though any non-profit citi- 
zens’ group may apply for a grant, priority is given to economic- 
ally disadvantaged and mentally or physically handicapped 
groups. Participants must be at least 14 years of age. 

Reciprocal Exchange Projects: The aim of this program is to 
encourage social, cultural and personal exchanges among Cana- 
dians living in different regions in Canada. 

Voluntary Service: Under this program, grants are awarded to 
groups which provide social services on a voluntary basis to 
communities requesting assistance in most areas of social work 
as well as construction projects of benefit to the communities. 
Visits to the National Capital: Canadians should have the 
opportunity to visit their National Capital Region. Grants are pro- 
vided under this program for this purpose. As in all other types 
of projects, a group must plan its own program of activities and 
the visit must last at least five full days. 


International Programs 


International Project Grants: Grants are provided under this 
program to organized non-profit groups of citizens to carry out 
projects involving intensive exchange with one or two communi- 
ties outside Canada. Projects of a touristic nature or which 
involve development work abroad are not eligible for funding 
under this program. Participants must be Canadian citizens and 
be at least 16 years of age, although there is no maximum age 
limit. 

Contact Canada: This is essentially an educational program 
designed to provide an opportunity for young Canadians and for- 
eign youth to visit Canada together to enable them to broaden 
their knowledge of this country and to get to know one another. 
The program is open to young adults between the ages of 18 
and 23. 
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Contact Programs Abroad: Under this program a slightly older 
group of Canadians (ages 21-26) have the opportunity to partici- 
pate in an exchange program in a foreign country. The aim of 
the program is to broaden their understanding of Canada’s role 
in the world community through closer contact with another 
country and its people.

The federal government sponsors a variety of recreational pro- 
grams and services designed to enhance the leisure activities of 
Canadians—from our national parks, the responsibility of the 
Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development, to Rec- 
reation Canada and Sport Canada, two special programs set up 
by the Department of National Health and Welfare. 


National Parks 
Canada now has 28 national parks, created in the public interest 
to preserve some of the country’s more outstanding scenic re- 
gions and interesting wild and plant life species in a natural 
state. 

Services available to park visitors include hotels, camp- 
grounds and picnic areas, as well as nature study programs. For 
further information on Canada’s national parks, write to:
